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Cardinal Mcintyre, former L.A. archbishop, dies 


Local dioceses mourn cardinal 


Bishops of the San Bernardino and 
San Diego dioceses have joined the 
Los Angeles archdiocese in mourning 
the death of the oldest American 
Cardinal in history. 


Retired archbishop of Los Angeles, 
Cardinal James Francis Mcintyre, 
who guided the West's largest See for 
nearly 22 years, died Monday, July 16, 
at St. Vincent Medical Center. in ‘Los 
Angeles. He was 93. 


BISHOP LEO T. MAHER of San 
Diego will concelebrate the mass of 
Christian burial for the late cardinal 
Saturday, July 21, in St. Basil Church, 
Los Angeles, with Cardinal Mcintyre’s 
successor, Cardinal Timothy Man- 
ning, and other bishops and priests. 


Cardinal McIntyre served as a priest 
at St. Basil following his retirement 
until 1976 when he entered: St. 
Vincent Medical Center. - 


His body will lie in state at St. 
Vibiana Cathedral, Los Angeles, on 
“Friday, July 20. 

POPE JOHN PAUL II said in a 
telegram that he revered the memory 
of the cardinal and praised his 
“example of Christian simplicity and 
pastoral charity.”

“In accomplishing this he portrayed 
his great charity and love of 
mankind,” Bishop Maher added.

Cardinal James Francis Mcintyre—1886 to 1979 


New Yorker, was a civil engineer who 
later entered the construction busi- 
ness. His mother was a native of 
Ireland. 


YOUNG FRANCIS, who was to dis- 
tinguish himself as a builder of paro- 
chial schools, himself attended a 
public school. There was no room 
for him inthe parish school aroundthe 
corner from his home. 


His mother died when he was 10, 


and his father became an invalid - 


shortly afterward. A cousin, Mrs. 
Robert F. Conley, took charge of the 
boy. 

A month after graduation from 
Public School 70, at the age of 13, he: 
took a full-time job as an errand boy on 
the New York Stock Exchange. His pay 
was $3 a week. 


THE YOUNG MAN attended night 
classes at New York City College and 
Columbia University. At the age of 28 
he was offered membership in Fahn- 
stock and Co., a Wall Street firm. His 
father had just died, and the young 
man turned down the offer in favor ofa 
deeper commitment, the church.

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J. Francis McIntyre, then 35, was 
ordained a priest May 21, 1921, in St. 
Patrick Cathedral by Cardinal Patrick 
Hayes. 


Two years later Cardinal Hayes 
appointed him assistant chancellor of 
the New York archdiocese and made 
him a member of his household. 

HE WAS APPOINTED auxiliary bish- 
op of New York on Nov. 16, 1940, and 
was consecrated Jan. 8, 1941. 

In 1945, the responsibilities of vicar 
general were added to Bishop Mc- 
Intyre’s duties. On July 20, 1946, the 
pope named him coadjutor arch- 
bishop of New York.

POPE PIUS XII on Feb. 7, 1948, 
appointed Archbishop McIntyreasthe 
second archbishop of Los Angeles.

' post-war migration, his archdiocese 


was growing by more than 1,000 
Catholics every week—more than 
55,000 a year. 


The most immediate need appear- 
ed to be additional schools, particular- 
ly in low income areas. 


Archbishop Mcintyre’s first major 
undertaking was the Young Education 
Fund. The fund, built from contribu- 
tions of people throughout the arch- 
diocese, provided first for 17 schools 
in inner city parishes.. 


THESE WERE followed by regional 
high schools and, throughout the new 
suburban residential tracts, new 
parishes with their schools. 


The cardinal built 192 schools, 
more than doubling them from 159 to 
351. Enrollment climbed from 52,000 
toa peak of 187,218. 


Duringthe same period, Archbishop 
McIntyre established 97 new parishes 
and two new diocesan seminaries. A 
microwave instructionaltelevision 
system was inaugurated. 


TO HELP MEET needs in the Third 
World, the Lay Mission Helpers As- 
sociation was establishedin 1955. The 


association and its affiliate, the Mis- ; 
~ sion Doctors Association, have sent 
hundreds of lay missionaries over- 


seas. 


Recognition of the-work being ac- 
complished in California came Nov. 
29, 1952, when Pope Pius XII nomi- 
nated Archbishop Mcintyre to the 
Sacred College of Cardinals. 


On Jan. 12, 1953, the Los Angeles 
archbishop. became the 12th Amer- 
ican to be made a cardinal, the first 
from a See west of St. Louis. 


During Cardinal Mcintyre’s tenure 
lay men and women, as well.as reli- 
gious, were named to archdiocesan 
commissions and other positions of 


leadership formerly filled by priests. 


AMONG THESE were the reorganiz- 
ed Archdiocesan Advisory Board of 
Education, the Commission for 
Church Music, Catholic Social Service 
and Catholic Youth Organization. 


The cardinal broadened his Board 
of Consultors to include younger 
clergy and to give better representa- 
tion to all groups in the archdiocese, 
including the handicapped. 


In May 1969, Cardinal Mcintyre 
welcomed the appointment of Bishop 
Timothy Manning of Fresno as his 
coadjutor archbishop with right of 
succession. 

In a letter dated Dec. 25, 1969, 
Pope Paul VI accepted the resignation 
of Cardinal McIntyre as archbishop of 
Los Angeles. The announcement of 
Archbishop Manning’s succession to 
the See came Jan. 21. 1970.

St. Adelaide parish rebuilding 
church destroyed by arsonist

HIGHLAND—On that warm, summer 
night, July 10, 1978, St. Adelaide Church 
was an inferno of crackling flames. A wail 
of sirens filled the air in this San 
Bernardino County community. 


At the scene, the forceful spray and 
slosh from fire hoses offered little hope as 
the church was destroyed by an arsonist's 
torch. 


ONLY THREE DAYS short of the first 
anniversary of that tragic night, happy 
chatter and the sound of children’s 
laughter fell quiet as holy water of blessing 
was sprinkled on the bare earth where the 
church once stood. 


There in the sight of a charred crucifix, 
prayers were offered in thanksgiving and 
hope for a new house of worship. 

Bishop Phillip F. Straling turned the first 
shovelful of earth on the spot where work- 
men are expected to start building a new 
church on Aug. 1. 


USING THE SAME chrome-plated and 
be-ribboned shovel, Father William 


.Erstad, pastor, took a turn, letting the 


loosened dirt fly in the breeze before 
passing the shovel on the visiting priests 
and then to parishioners representing 
various facets of parish life. 

If any tears were shed on this warm July 
evening, they certainly had to be 
expressions of joy and relief. 

The year-long struggle to raise funds of 
rebuilding was not easy for Father Erstad 


and his parish family. But help from 16 
other Catholic parishes and three 
neighboring Protestant congregations 
brought in $15,751 to lessen the burden, 
Father Erstad reported. 


BISHOP STRALING was the principat 
celebrant at a mass in the parish hall 
preceding the blessing and breaking of 
ground a short walk away. The hall has 
been used for parish liturgies since the 
fire. 

During his homily, Bishop Straling said 
that no matter where worship takes place, 
it is not “church” unléss people are there. 


“The church of St. Adelaide did not go — 


up in smoke,” he said. “The church was 
only moved into this hall.” 


Bishop Straling continued, “Even when 
the church was forced underground into 
the catacombs, it was the union with Jesus 
Christ that made the people Christians. 


“WHY DID GOD allow events, such as 
the fire, to take place at St. Adelaide? 
Perhaps it was for a chance to reflect on 
the meaning of church today, a chance to 
bring this community close together to see 
that we, not the building, are the church.” 


Father Erstad said contractors will have 
about seven months to complete the 
construction once work gets under way 
next month.

Prayer in public schools has been 
getting a fair amount of attention again 
lately, thanks to yet another spurt of 
activity in Congress. The persistence of 
this issue in American life is a phenome- 
non worth examining. 


As this is written, Sen. Jesse Helms of 
North Carolina has recently been pushing 
hard on behalf of a proposal to deny 
federal courts jurisdiction in cases 
involving voluntary school prayer. 

THERE ARE at least two things to bear in 
mind about this. 

First, the proposal is not itself a “prayer 
amendment.” 

Second, it is a plan of uncertain con- 
stitutionality and doubtful wisdom. Most 
people in Washington expect Congress to 
bury the proposal quietly. 

THE EFFORT CAN therefore be viewed 
as an exercise in futility. 

And yet, as noted, school prayer itself 
remains a live issue, capable of generating 


passion and concern, 17 years after the 


Supreme Court's first ruling on the issue. 


There. are at least two major reasons for 
this. ; 


THE FIRST IS the gnawing anxiety felt by 
many Americans that something has gone 


’ seriously wrong as far as the moral 


education of children is concerned. 


Deploring the degeneracy of the young 
has been a pastime of the old since time

WRITING RECENTLY in Harper's, Saw- 
hill rejected the view that today’s young 
people are a throwback, in attitudes and- 
behavior, to thé youths of the 1950s and 
rated the earlier generation substantially 
higher on such standards as “sense of 
social responsibility and desire for 
knowledge.” 


As for today’s young, the NYU president 
wrote: ; 


“These children are members of a 
family unit under attack as obsolete. Years 
of television watching have filled their 
heads with images of political assassina- 
tion, civil disobedience, corruption in 
government and in the corporate board- 
room, abortion, euthanasia, recreational 
drug use, and human sexuality in its 


_ positive and negative aspects. 


“THEY ARE indulgent, self-absorbed, 


~ poorly educated when they reach us, and 


disdainful of the traditional values the 
university represents.” 


It would be foolish to suggest that court- 


- ordered expulsion of prayer and Bible 


reading from public schools has single- 
handedly produced this state of affairs. 
And it would be equally foolish to suggest 
that their restoration would solve the 
problem.

At the same time, banishing devotional 
exercises from the school experience of a 
generation of American children is widely 
regarded as a symbol of—as well as an 
element in—the collapse of moral 
education whose effects are indicted by 
Sawhill. 


THE SECOND REASON why school 
prayer remains a lively and controversial 
issue in American life is separate but by no 
means unrelated. It is continued concern 
about—and resistance to—the seculariza- 
tion of America. : 


’ Make no mistake, the Supreme Court's 
rulings against prayer and Bible reading 
were an exceedingly important expression 
of the secularization process. 

In saying this, though, it is necessary to 
be quite clear concerning the way in which 
the rulings were and are important. 


THEIR IMPORTANCE resides not so 
much in their specifics—the impact on 
some rather minimal and perfunctory 
religious practices in public schools—as 
in their symbolism. ; 

Quite simply, the prayer decisions were 
a highly visible part of a continuing effort 
to expel religion from American public 
institutions and eventually force it to the 
margins of society itself. 


Editorializing not long ago against the 
Helms proposal, the New York Times 
argued that the “central meaning” of the 
First. Amendment is that “in matters of 


A eulogy for ‘everybody's cardinal’ 


the reins of leadership in an area destined 
for growth pains unparalleled in United 
States Catholic annals.

religion, government shall be neutral.” 


THIS IS A TELLING comment on several 
counts. 


For one thing, government neutrality is 
plainly not the “central meaning” of the 
First Amendment's religion clauses. 
Rather, the central meaning is the 
protection which they extend to the free 
exercise of religion. 


Government neutrality is meant to be 
merely instrumental—a means to the end 
of religious liberty. 


EVEN MORE io the point, while it is true 
that the Constitution requires govern- 
ment to be neutral on matters of religious 
belief, neutrality is by no means the same 
thing as low-key hostility to religion or 
implicit endorsement of secularizarion. 


In practice, however, this seems to be 


how not a few influential groups in the 


country understand neutrality. 


What's more, hostility to religion and 
support of secularization are precisely 
what many other people see and object to 
in the Supreme: Court’s decisions on 
prayer and Bible reading. 


ADD TO THIS the widely held belief that 
moral education has been a disaster area 
in recent years, and it is no wonder that 
“school prayer” remains a lively issue for 
millions of Americans. 


Toa great extent, the problems here are 
ones the nation has yet to address.

Yet onty the short-sighted will forget that 
the substance, not the style, of apostolic 
work is the yardstick by which a 
shepherd’s place is determined in the 
montage of a nation’s Catholic story. 


THE STAGE OF his life was darkened 
before the curtain fell, inasmuch as 
Cardinal MclIntyre’s final months were 
heavily burdened by the ailments of 
advanced age. 


Epitomized years ago by Archbishcp 
Fulton J. Sheen as “a human idealist anda 
divine realist,” Cardinal McIntyre was a 
man of fantastic energy whose personality 
bubbled over with simplicity, frankness 
and dedication. -

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Father Angelo Barbisotti was a latter- 
day missionary whose ministry for souls 
was exercised on four continents. He was 
born at Sosio Sotto, in the Italian diocese 
of Bergamo, on Oct. 31, 1904. ~ 


Following his ordination as a Verona 
Father in 1928, Father Barbisotti went to 
the British Isles for intensive studies in 
English. 


FROM 1931 to 1947, Father Barbisotti 
resided in Bahr-el-Gebel, in Southern 
Sudan, where he taught in the seminary 
of Okaru. During those years he also 
engaged in missionary work among the 
Lotuko and Madi tribes of British 
Equatorial Africa. 


In 1947; Father Barbisotti came to 
America to formulate plans for establish- 
ing a United States province for the Verona 
Fathers. He was appointed pastor at 
Mission San Antonio de Pala, on Dec. 15, 
1948. 


Father Barbisotti spent five years at the 
picturesque mission, toiling among the 
descendants of California's earliest 
converts to Christianity. Pala is the only 
one of the missionary establishments still 
serving the needs of an exclusively Indian 
population. 


IN MAY 1953 Father Barbisotti was

recalled to Italy and the following — 


September he became provincial of the 
Verona Fathers in England. 


Pope Pius XIl appointed Father 
Barbisotti to the Vicariate Apostolic of 
Esmeraldas, a mission territory in 
Ecuador, on Dec. 14, 1957. He received 
episcopal ordination as titular Bishop of 
Cauno, on March 2, 1958. 


At the time of its creation, the vicariate 
comprised 115,000 Catholics, most of 
them living in rural areas around the port 
town of Esmeraldas. The five churches 
and ten mission stations in the area were 
served by less than a dozen priests. 


BY 1961 Bishop Barbisotti could report 
the establishment of six schools, a high 
school and four vocational centers, with a 
local enrollment of 1,300 students, 


There were by then 18 Verona Fathers, 
25 sisters and five brothers working in the 
area. In addition, the prelate was able to 
secure the services of three Lay Mission 
Helpers. from the archdiocese of Los 
Angeles. 


The one-time pastor of Pala died at 
Limones, Esmeraldas, on Sept. 16, 1972, 
while travelling to dedicate his latest 
chapel to the glory of God.

The shepherd is 
usually identified as a strong, resourceful, 
dedicated person who makes special 
efforts to protect and feed his charges. 


Tradition has treated the shepherd image 


well. 


Shepherds and sheep are important 
images in our first and third readings. In 
line with a long tradition that had pictured 
kings and pharaohs as shepherds, 
Jeremiah depicts God as the true 


think he became a theologian—a person 
who reflects upon his existence and his. 
relationship to a deity. In Christian 
tradition he ponders the revealed word of 
God and tries to synthesize this with life: 


“The cultural atmosphere in which a 


_human being lives has a great influence 


upon his or her way of thinking and, thus, 
of acting. Therefore, a division between 
faith and culture is more than a small 
impediment to evangelization, while a 
culture penetrated with the Christian spirit 
is an instrument that favors the spreading 
of the good news.”

Every orthodox theologian firmly 
believes in the teaching authority of the 
church as well as its ramifications: 

“While carrying out their primary duty of 
attaining through theological research a 
deeper grasp of revealed truth, those 
engaged in the sacred sciences should 
therefore maintain. contact with scholars 
of other disciplines, whether these are 
believers or not, and should try to evaluate 
and interpret the latters’ affirmation and 
judge them in the light of revealed truth.”

Completely disappointed by the earthly 
monarchy that had, almost without 
expectation, brought disaster on the 
people, the prophet sees that only god can 
do what must be done. And he will do it! 


WHAT IS IMPORTANT in this total 
picture is the image of shepherd as 
applied to God, not the image of sheep as 


_-applied to the people. For it is a new 


Shepherd that is taking over, not a new 
flock that is replacing. the old one. 

In other words, the total image is 
determined by the divine Shepherd, not by 


__the human flock. Or, the shepherd-sheep 


imagery would never have been adopted 
by the prophet if the prior image had not 
been that of the divine Shepherd. 

It.is, after all, the condition of the leader 


that determines that of oe led, not vice 
versa. 


THIS IS NOT just playing with words. 


This has to do most intimately with the 
question of our relationship to God as well 
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task of theologians and he does so not 

reluctantly but ina Positive way: 
“Theologians are also encouraged to 

seek a more suitable way of communicat- 


ing doctrine to their contemporaries — 
‘there is mention of holy water—water 


working in other various fields of 


« knowledge, for ‘the deposit of faith, or the 


truths contained. in our venerable 
doctrine, is one thing; quite another is the 
way in which these truths are formulated, 
while preserving the same sense and 
meaning.’ 

“This will be very useful so that among 
the people of God religious practice and 
uprightness of soul may proceed at an 
equal pace with the progress of science 
and technology, and so that, in pastoral 
work, the faithful may be gradually led toa 
purer and. more mature life of faith.” 


Are we still supposed to use holy water? 
A liturgical use of water is found in the 


Greek, Roman and Jewish religions: it was 


only natural to see in the physical 
cleansing element of water a symbol of 
interior purification. And this is why early 
Christians regularly washed their hands 


Shepherds and sheep are important images 


as with that of an appropriate. imagery. 


_ To put it as bluntly as possible, God is 
not determined by who we are; we are 
determined by who God is. If that is true, 
then any imagery describing our relation- 
ship to God must be determined primarily 
by the reality of God. 


Applying that to our readings, we must 
say that if we are depicted as sheep, it is 
only because God is first of all our 
Shepherd. And this then does something 
to the image of sheep. 


IN THIS CONTEXT sheep can only be 
defined as those who are completely 
known by their Shepherd, as those who 
enjoy a total providence, as those who, 
because of that, can have absolute and 
complete trust in their Shepherd. 


Trust, sense of security, total provid- 
ence, intimate relationship—these are the 
Characteristics that are indicated by the 
sheep image in our-readings. 

And what of the mindless, grass nib- 
bling, pushing animals that our imagina- 


This was so much the 
custom that after the fourth century 
special fountains were builti in the foyers of © 
basilicas. 


“As early as the third century, however, 


especailly blessed—which was intended 


- for sprinkling in houses and later on (inthe 


Middle Ages) at the Sunday gathering. 
Holy water is a reminder of baptism and is 
an invocation for the grace-giving 


_Presence of the Holy Spirit. 


When the water is blessed, salt is added 
to it, based on the early Roman view that | 
salt has the power of warding off diseases 
and demons. Christians found a parallel 
in the account of Eliseus casting salt into 
the springs of Jericho to heal them of their 
barrenness. 


Even today holy water is considered to 
be’a sacramental and we are encouraged 
to.use it both in church and at home.

Those characteristics 
are simply not applicable here. 


IS THE IMAGE, then, defective? Every 
image is defective when it deals with the 
divine reality. Few sophisticated 
Americans would want to be considered 
slaves. Yet Paul, who was as sophisticated 
as any educated person, called himself 
without hesitation a slave of Jesus Christ. 


As the sheep image, so the slave image 
is justified solely by its connection with the 
divine reality, the lordship of Jesus. 


All this seems to come _ beautifully 
across in the figure of Jesus in the gospel 
reading. The people are coming and 
going, hastening on ahead, a vast crowd, 
“like sheep without a shepherd.” Then 
Jesus takes over, a Shepherd. “He began 
to teach them.” 


The reading is not long enough to tell us 
what happened. But we can guess. There 
will be orderly arrangement, satisfaction . 
of hunger, complete security. The true 
Shepherd is at work.

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Blessed Crispin of Viterbo 


Italian Capuchin brother 


moves toward sainthood 


VATICAN CITY (NC)— 
Blessed Crispin of Viterbo 
moved a step closer to 
sainthood July 13. 

The Vatican’s Congrega- 
tion for Saint’s Causes 
published a decree ap- 


proving a miracle attribut- - 


ed to the intercession of the 
18th-century Italian Capu- 
chin brother, who was 
noted for his infectious 
cheerfulness. 


BLESSED Crispin was 
born Pietro Fioretti in 
Viterbo, Italy, in 1668. After 
working as a shoemaker he 
joined the Capuchins in 
1693, taking the name 
Brother Crispin. 


For 46 years he was 
questor (alms collector) for 


_ the order in Orvieto. In that 


capacity he collected not 
only enough to provide for 
the order’s needs, but 
enough to help all the poor 
in the town as well. 


Even in his early years as 
a religious, miracles were 
attributed to him. His spirit 
of joy and happiness radiat- 
ed to those around him. He 
was especially devoted to 


Mary Immaculate. 


HE DIED in Romein 1750 
-after two years of illness. He 
was. beatified—declared 
blessed—by Pope Pius VII 
in 1806, his cause for saint- 
hood was begun in 1923. 

On July 13 the Congrega- 
tion for Saints’ Causes also 
issued official decrees on 


miracles attributed tothree . 


‘other persons and on the 
heroic virtues of two per- 
sons, including a Canadian 
nun. These declarations 
were: 


—Ona miracle attributed 
to the intercession of Vene- 
rable Alain de Solminihac 
(1593-1659), a French 
Augustinian and Bishop of 
Cahors, a crusading spirit- 
ual reformer whose heroic 
virtues were proclaimed in 
1927. 


—On a miracle attributed 
to the intercession of Vene- 
rable Maria Anna Sala 
(1829-91), an Italian Mar- 
celline nun from Brivio 
whose heroic virtues were 
proclaimed in 1966. 


—On a miracle attributed 


to the intercession of Vene- 
rable Bartolo Longo (1841- . 
1926), an Italian layman 
from Latiano who founded 


_the sanctuary of Pompei in . 


Italy and whose heroic 
virtues were proclaimed. in 
ihe yokes 


—On the heroic virtues of 
the Servant of. God Jeanne 
Jugan~> (1792 - 1879), 
French foundress of the 
Little Sisters of the Poor, — 


‘ whose’ religious name was 


Sister Marie de la Croix but - 
who is much better known 


' by her secular name. 


—On the heroic virtues of 


the Servant of God Marie ~ 


Rose Durocher (born Eula- 
lie, 1811-49), from Beloeil, 
Quebec, .in the Montreal © 
archdiocese, foundress of

The decrees were pub- 
lished in the presence of 
Pope John Paul I! by Car- 
dinal Corrado Bafile, pre- 
fect of the Congregation for 
Saints’ Causes, along with 
other officials of the con- 
gregation and the postula- 
tors of the causes.
